Recently the following missive was sent to coordinators adjacent to TMARC. 
We would like comments from everybody else, as well. 

Greetings! We in the TMARC area are investigating changes to our bandplans 
to accommodate digital interests. We are soliciting your thoughts and 
ideas in this area. It is becoming even more important that adjacent area 
coordinators are in agreement with digital "recommendations" due to 
migrating nature of the beast. 


We are working with DMARC, an organization of SYSOPS, and other digital 
guys for changes to our 2 meter and 440 MHz bands. If this effort goes 
well, we will look to other bands as well. 


Our working group, the Digital Committee (DC) is a subset of our Board of 
Directors, namely Gary, W3DTN; Larry, WA3KOK; and Bill, W3EA0O, Chairman. 
All have been with TMARC a long time and are familiar with the task at 
hand. Our thoughts are not to allocate channels, but to recommend blocks 
of frequencies that digital users can develop as they see fit. Also, these 


blocks should begin/end on logical boundaries to maximize the chances that 
digital users remember them. 


At our initial meeting on 10/12, we came up with a number of proposed 
changes, most involved trades of spectrum (channels here and there) for 
blocks of spectrum. 
1.) Trade 144.9's for NO DIGITAL above 145.8. TMARC must move replexers to 
splinter channels in 147 MHz portion of band. Note that most area have done 
this long ago and digital is migrating to this area despite interference to 
coordinated replexers. 
2.) Continue investigation into 144.3 to .5 for digital/experimenters/space 
usage. DC has a preliminary plan to present to adjacent area coordinators, 
AMSAT folks, and re-mailer. Note the preliminary plan (please keep 
confidential until finalized) is: 

144.3 to 144.4 - digital 

144.4 to 144.44 - experimental 

144.44 to 144.5 - space 


3.) TMARC will seriously look into providing 200 kHz block of frequencies 
at 446 MHz for digital use. In trade for 441 +/- channels , to keep ATV'rs 


happy. We will commence this if and only if digital users agree that this 
is enough spectrum for foreseeable future needs. (we cannot see freeing up 


more space than this). This is also a trade for digital at 446.5, and 
would specifically be 446.025 to 446.200 (at the moment). Simplex would 


remain on 446.00 and a few channels below 446. 


4.) Digital will look into desirability of block of frequencies in 433 to 
435 sub-band. Here space is more available and new rigs tune this band. 
This is another option for additional space. I would like to block out 200 


to 500 kHz. 


5.) Quiet hours for digital on 441 channels, 7 to 11 PM, to keep ATV'rs 
happy as an interim measure until activity could move to other sub-bands. 


6.) We need to develop standards for separation for new channels based upon 


9600 baud. This is for adjacent and co-channel stuff with voice users. 
Also needed if we coordinate 12.5 kHz spaced channels in 440 band (chances 
are low on this one). Thoughts are to coordinate digital point-to-point 
links same as voice channels, but it was suggested that additional channels 


could be made available if we go to splinters like the commercial guys do.

KA1TIH, et all: Yes, I fully agree that it would be irresponsible to 
coordinate anyone to a frequency or emission that would violate FCC rules. 
If that coordinated station were to be cited and suffered some loss they 

might seek civil remedies against the coordinators. For instance 
coordinating a FM voice repeater output below 444.0 in the same proximity 

to 

a coordinated ATV repeater input of 439.25. So it is in the interest of 
all 

concerned that technical solutions be found that can accomodate all modes 
if 

possible. We could go on and on citing the technical characterisics of an 

ATV 

transmission vs the FCC Rules but the reason those who use 434.0 for ATV 
repeaters have not been cited by the FCC for a technical infraction is that 

they have been sanctioned by a local area frequency coordinator after 
showing 

that it is good amateur and engineering practice per 97.101(a). What 
counts 

is does ATV on 434.0 interfere with weak signal or satellite users which is 

the intent of 97.205(b) - it does not. ATVers here had to prove that using 

434.0 as a repeater input would not interfere to the weak signal and 
satellite representatives on the SCRRBA Technical Committee before the 
first 

coordination. 

I suggest ATV on 434.0 as one solution to the problem and should be 
considered when looking at revising a local band plan. It frees up a lot 
of 

spectrum between 438.7 and 450 MHz for other modes and allows ATVers to 


continue on with just a frequency change. You may not have all the major 
disasters like we have in Calif to demonstrate the need for ATV in the 70cm 
band, but there are many RACES and other emergency service organizations 
that 

depend on ATV in the 70cm band for remote damage accessment, crowd control, 
etc. ATVers here, and I know in the severe storm portions of the country, 
are very involved in emergency service applications that will help quite a 
bit when we need to get these organizations help to keep our bands. I 
think 

emergency service will be the only valid weapon we will have when the 
government tries to sell off more of our frequencies. 


To answer some of your points more specifically: 

I have seen ATV described by many bandwidths in many magazines but rarely 
with enough description to know what they are really talking about. For 
receiving, ATV needs 6 MHz segment just like broadcast since standard TV 
sets 

are used as well as the same sync and sound frequencies. Transmitting is 
much more complex when figuring interference potential since the spectrum 
power density at any one spot frequency within one sideband is different. 

The mean power, aS you mention per the FCC definition of bandwidth, for 
ATV 
is between 3 and 10 db down from the peak envelope power (sync tip) 
depending 
on the average picture level (APL) or amount of black to white in the 
scene. 

Most of the power is from the sync (Television Engineering Handbook - 1992 
Benson - Fig. 5-11 shows the >-40 dBc). This is still more than the 
required 
26 dB down +/- 1 MHz from the video carrier below 433 and above 435. 
However 
the video response bandwidth needs to be the 4.2 MHz eventhough the 
spectrum 
power is very low up to this frequency with probably the same interference 
potential at any one spot frequency as the spread spectrum folks talk 
about. 

The sound subcarrier is a spot frequency at 438.5 MHz if using 434.0 for 
video carrier, and is therefore above the 438-438 segment. 

As far as ID, the intent of 97.119 is to be able to understand the call of 
the transmitting station - reading into an ID rule all the broadcast 
technical standards of 73.682(a) is really stretching it. If you did it 
would eliminate slow scanners. The ATV station can ID using CW or voice on 
the sound subcarrier instead if they want to. There is no way an ATV 
station 

could comply with all the technical standards of 73.682(a)... do all have 
to 

be horizontally polarized for example - no vertical. I dont think the FCC 
is 

going to cite some ATVer doing a public event using a vertical omni.

I am an engineer and I would consider such operation unethical and 
a poor practice.

Prove? How? I would like to see proof - then we can forward it to 
the FCC with a petition for a rules change. But the proof of 
non-interference alone does not make it legal. At this time S97.205 
specifically forbids the use of 435-438 for repeater use (input or 
output?), and NTSC ATV referenced to 434.0 WILL use 435-438. I do not 
know the intent - just what it says. (But officer, the intention of 
the 55 MPH speed limit is to save gasoline - but since my car runs on 
propane...)

Wonderful. In an emergency - have all the 70cm segment you need. 

Just do not interfere with other emergency traffic on 70cm and no one 
can complain. And here in the northeast, we DO have our share of 
disasters. So far, ATV has NOT been shown to add any benefit to 
remote damage accessment, crowd control, or relief of life threatening 
situations - but we are hopeful that it will someday prove beneficial 
to emergency relief. ATV for this use does not need to be on 70cm, 

it does not need to be FS, it does not need to be NTSC, and it does 
not need to use 434.0. (it doesn't even need to be amateur.) 


> I think 
> emergency service will be the only valid weapon we will have when the 
> government tries to sell off more of our frequencies. 


Great. Now how will you defend 432-433? Pioneer compressed video - 

or how about a video satellite (NTSC<>PAL?) - now you may have a weapon. 
I do not see NTSC ATV as a big seller at this point - but every little 
bit helps.

The EP is more than the level of the sync tip. The EP is the integral 
sum of all power emitted. The sync tip is somewhat narrow and the area 
under this curve is significant, but it does not constitute all of the 
power in the envelope for broadcast quality signals. Here is a 
rudimentary calculation (I do not suggest accuracy) to demonstrate 

the concept: 


Psync = 30kc * 60db = 1800 kc.db 
Pvideo = 3000kc * 20db = 60000 kc.db (60db - *40dbx = 20db, 
of course this is more complex than this) 
Psync + Pvideo = 61800 kc.db (neglecting audio) 
61800 kc.db / 3030kc 
= 20.4 db (bandwidth is to the 
-5.6 db point) 


Penvelope 
Pmean 


Although these numbers are not real, you get the idea that the mean 
power is more than the sync due to the vast width of the video signal. 
The calculation is best done from output power measured by temperature 
inclination and subsequent spectrum analysis. You can do your own 
calculation with any decent box, a calculator, and a pencil; but I 
have found that the FCC 4.2MHz calculation to be quite reasonable for 
broadcast quality images. Of course you can cheat and amplify your 
sync carrier to make it more significant..... 


> There is no way an ATV station 
> could comply with all the technical standards of 73.682(a)... 


Why not? What is the problem here? First we try to say that we are 
technically leading - now we say the 1950's TV industry has us beat! 
How can you propose that the amateur community needs to stay behind 
the times? If anything is poor engineering practice, it would be to 
build and/or operate a transmitter with less than all of the 
rudimentary technical standards.

Yes!! All ATV repeaters in the NESMC 7Qcm band MUST be horizontally 
polarized to be coordinated. The FCC is too nice sometimes.... well 
maybe not. This 434.0 restriction is indeed unfortunate, but it is 
there. 


NESMC bandplan uses 433-435 for low-power experimental and aux-link 
purposes. So far it has worked out very well. There are no digital 
operations in this segment. 


BTW, this may be getting too long for the remailer. If noone on the 
remailer objects, we could take this off the remailer - I think we 


covered the coordination aspects.

Yes, please keep the discussion on the remailer. There may be a few areas 
of the country that have solved their ATV/FM repeater problems, there are 
probably more that haven't had any trouble yet, but Minnesota has been 

wrestling with the problem for over five years. Overall, very little has 
been accomplished, but we are still talking with each other and are slowly 


trying to find a way around the problem. 


The current status is that we have one ATV repeater using the classic 
439.250 input and 421.250 output in downtown Minneapolis. Naturally, this 
puts it in the middle of the heaviest population concentration in the 
state, 

because this is where the most people are who want to use ATV. The 
repeater 

was coordinated around 10 years ago by a previous coordinator and we don't 
think he gave much thought to the technical parameters of ATV. Basically 
he 

coordinated it as if it only needed a single 15 KHz channel like FM. 
Things 

were fine until the 444 MHz pairs filled up and people started coordinating 
new repeaters below 444. That's when the ATV repeater started getting 
interference from the new FM repeater outputs. As a bandaid, we have put 
guard bands around the ATV color burst and sound carrier frequencies but 
that doesn't help the video interference. 


Current MRC policy is that we will not coordinate any new ATV repeaters 
that 

use 439.250 MHz for input. Crossband outputs on 421.250 are OK. Nobody 
has 

asked yet about using 439.250 for output but that would probably be 
acceptable too. Naturally, if someone wants to coordinate a crossband ATV 
repeater and decides to use 439.250 as an uncoordinated (i.e. unprotected) 
input, we probably wouldn't care. (Again, the question hasn't been asked.) 


Among the solutions suggested were: 


Take the FM repeaters off the air. 

Take the ATV repeater off the air. 

Live with the interference. 

Add filters to trap out the interference. 

Invert the FM repeaters, low in, high out. 

Invert the ATV input, use 439.250 LSB rather than USB. 
Use 434 MHz input. 

Protect 439 input for five more years then remove coordination protection. 
Forget 439, use 910 or 1256 MHz for inputs. 

Quiet hours for FM repeaters. 

Quiet hours for ATV repeaters. 


As you might guess, the FM types want the ATV types to change and ATV wants 
FM to change. None of the "solutions" are perfect, most are lousy or 
impossible. To me, inverting the ATV input seems the slickest but many or 
most of the local ATV group use transmitters that filter the LSB. We're 
still working on it. 


A question for Tom W6ORG. 


Do you know whether or not it is possible to retune an International 
Crystal 

interdigital filter away from its original frequency? The ATV group 
indicated it was impossible to retune their existing filter for either 439 


LSB or 434 input and they would have to buy a new filter. From my limited 
experiance I would have expected no trouble at all moving such a limited 
distance assuming the filter adjustments are not soldered down at the 
factory. Perhaps you have had some experiance? 


Thanks for the information and keep the discussion going.

AHhh excuse my ignorance, BUT is Minneapolis less than 75 miles from the 
US- 

Canadian border??? If so, I thought the loss of 420-430 in Canada would 
affect this......... 


> Naturally, this 

> puts it in the middle of the heaviest population concentration in the 
state, 

> because this is where the most people are who want to use ATV. The 
repeater 

> was coordinated around 10 years ago by a previous coordinator and we 
don't 

> think he gave much thought to the technical parameters of ATV. Basically 
he 

> coordinated it as if it only needed a single 15 KHz channel like FM. 


Things 

> were fine until the 444 MHz pairs filled up and people started

Louisiana is going to...439.25 will not be a

> Quiet hours for FM repeaters.

Gentlemen, (and ladies) 


Illinois, along with MACC member coordinators, no longer coordinate ATV 
repeaters below 450 Mhz. MACC voted in 1995 at its annual meeting in 
Dayton 

to stop coordinating new ATV repeaters and to sunset all existing ATV 
coordinations in effect at time on January 1, 2000. Illinois, as a member 
of 

MACC is following that decision. The discussion preceeding that vote was 
spirited, but mindful of the responsibility to most effectively use the 
spectrum we are utilizing and coordinating. The real bottom line is the 
vast 

majority of amatuers believe ATV is a spectrum hog at 6 MHz bandwidth 
(Aural 

subcarrier included) or 4.2 without aural subcarrier. 


1 MHz could (does in commercial operations) support upto 80 
Repeaters (12.5 khz spacing) which translates into more than 300 repeaters 
in 4.2 Mhz of spectrum. 12.5 Khz spacing does require reduction in 
deviation and increased 1st adjacent spacing to 20 or more miles for 
"interference free reception", but alas real transmissions in either analog 
or digital none the less. Illinois has not adopted 12.5 Khz spacing, and 
has 
no plans to do so in the foreseeable future. (Read-membership driven 
directive to reduce spacing) But, even at the statndard 25 Khz spacing, 4.2 
Mhz is the entire primary repeater sub-band in Illinois (120 
channels-442.0-445.0) and 1.2 Mhz of that is some of the allocation for 
links for analog and digital operations above and below the sub-band. Thats 
a whole bushel of systems, esepcially in the Chicago area where co-channel 
spacing for 440 systems is below 90 miles on average. 


As the IRA has an official position on ATV coordination below 450 Mhz, 
those 


are my comments on the matter. 


I personally agree that FM video is better than AM. A couple friends of 
mine 

build 900 Mhz ATV transmitters commercially and they provide better S/N, 
dynamic range, and noise imunity than AM. That still doesn't quell the 
issue 

of ATV below 450 however. 


Further, I wholeheartedly agree that the discussion should be continued on 
the remailer, absent flaming of course. This topic exemplifies the purpose 
of the list-server. AMEN FOG, et al.

ATV on 434.0 may not interfere with them, but 
I certainly would NOT want to coordinate some ATV operator co-channel 
with them! Refer to the 440-444segment for an appropriate example of 
this 'co-existance' of Fm & ATV. 


What happens when this 439 MHz ATV repeater owner decides he now 
wants 
an in-band two-meter pair? Will Part 97 regulations apply then? IF he 
can prove that his operations will not interfere with users on 138-144 
MHz, will (the group who coordinates 434.000 MHz) coordinate him there? 


And does that mean that the FCC will not cite him? If you want to see an 
FCC mandated NATIONAL COORDINATOR for AMATEUR RADIO, just keep 
sanctioning violations of part 97 like coordinating repeaters within the 
band 433-435 MHz. I think the Commission is just waiting to see that 
bargaining chip.

The FCC has proposed to create a new Wireless Communications Service 
(WCS) in the 2305-2320 and 2345-2360 MHz bands and to award licenses 
on the basis of competitive bidding. The bands include a 5 MHz 
segment that Amateur Radio shares with government services between 
2305 and 2310 MHz. Just before it adjourned, the 104th Congress 
approved a provision as part of the much-larger appropriations bill 
that directed the FCC to put the 30 MHz of spectrum in the 2.3 GHz 
region up for competitive bidding to help balance the budget. It's 
believed to be the first time the Congress has ordered the 
reallocation of specific frequencies. 


The National Telecommunications and Information Administration 
(NTIA) had identified for reallocation the amateur segments 
2300-2310 MHz and 2390-2400 MHz in May 1994, so reallocation of part 
of that subband came as no surprise. At its special session in 
October, the ARRL Board of Directors approved a proposal to seek an 
increase in the amateur service allocation status, from secondary to 
primary, in the 2300-2305 MHz segment. 


The FCC says the new WCS service would allow licensees to provide 
any fixed, mobile or radiolocation service, or satellite Digital 
Audio Radio Services (satellite DARS), consistent with the 
international frequency allocations for these bands. The Commission 
also proposed to adopt no restrictions on eligibility for a WCS 
license and to allow WCS licensees ''to partition their service 
areas, disaggregate spectrum, and franchise portions of their 
spectrum or service areas on a leased basis.'' 


Competitive bidding for the two segments will begin no later than 
next April 15. Comments are due by December 4, 1996, and reply 
comments by December 16, 1996.

Gentlemen: 


I have been a "lurker" on this list since it's inception and have SELDOM 
made any comments to threads as it is not my place. What my place is, as 
all of you know, is to edit and put together the ARRL Repeater Directory -- 


that publication that is so popular with those who continue to purchase it 
annually. One of the reasons you folks do what you do is to provide the 
most efficient use of a VERY limited resource: Our Spectrum. For that all 
who build and use repeaters, links, remote bases and such are (or should 


be...) eternally grateful. 


There are "problem areas" -- there probably always will be. The NFCC's 
purpose (as I understand it) is to attempt to "standardise" the 
coordination 

process and allow there to be a UNIFIED FRONT from the coordination groups 
to prevent the spectrum that is so important to us from falling away while 
we all babble about the size or shape of the game ball...... (there I said 
it....sorry folks). 


In any case -- some clarification of the issues presently under discussion 
on the remailer are needed. First, the payment for listings is ANNUAL. 
Each time the License Agreement is signed and new data is provided to ARRL 


reimbursement for expenses will occur. Second, You are free to use the 
data 

as you will in addition to providing it to ARRL unconstrained (i.e. your 
own 

regional RD is fine). Third, and most recent, PACKET LISTINGS -- The 
decision was made this morning (that is MONDAY 11-25-96) not to include 
packet listings in the Repeater Directory with this edition. This is not 


ANYONE'S "fault" -- not Mine, Not Dave's not Mark's...The listings have 
been 

"spotty" and out of date for many portions of the US in the past (this is 
by 

NO MEANS any dis-service to those Digital Coordinators who have been 
providing full and complete listings annually)!!!! In essence, the 


Repeater Directory is ***xNOTx*x* the place where digital affectionados would 


"usually" look for listings anyway -- the RD is carried for the most part 
in 

vehicles and briefcases for use in locating voice repeaters while 
travelling. We have talked about this previously and it was just the year 
to make the decision. We plan on making any and all packet listings 
provided from any source (digital coordinator OR voice repeater 
coordinator) 

available electronically via the HIRAM BBS, Internet Infoserver and ARRL 
Web 

page to see if the popularity is there to continue to publish the 
information. 


The Annual Letter went out Wednesday last week from HQ. My simple wish is 
to do what I can to promote interaction between the ARRL and the 
Coordination Community at large.

Gentlemen - 


I am writing to all of you because you are either subscribers to the 
Internet Remailer who have indicated packet radio interest or are officers 
of TAPR. 


As you all know, the ARRL has for many years published packet listings 
within their annual Repeater Directory. Just like the listings for 
repeaters, those for packet had varied accuracy and were provided by either 
packet frequency coordinators or database maintainers. Many Amateurs found 
the packet listings very useful and they served as a "bench-mark" of yearly 
digital growth. 


On Saturday, the annual letter from Jay Mabey (editor of the Repeater 
Directory) arrived and advised of the deadlines for submitting updates. 
The 

letter looked similiar to those received for many years, except it was 
obvious something else had been stapled to it and later torn off. 


Reading the thread on the Coordinator Re-mailer, I quickly learned what had 
been removed from my letter. All repeater coordinators and data submitters 
had received a copyright release, which when signed, could lead to payment 
(rumored to be up to $1,000) for use of their data by ARRL. Packet folks 
received the letter requesting data updates but not the copyright form! 


On Monday morning, 11/25, I called Jay Mabey to find out what was going on. 
I learned that the ARRL will no longer publish packet data in the repeater 
directory because it is too costly and the League claims that no one buys 
the book for the packet data - just for repeater info for those traveling. 
So here is the irritation .... the ARRL has sent all of the packet data 
providers a request for data .... but they won't publish what we send them. 
It sounds dumb - but it is true. 


Add to that the insult that they will pay for repeater data and not packet 
data. The author of the ARRL resolution to pay for the data wrote me today 
that it was his " . expectation that any Frequency Coordinating 
organization that supplied information would be compensated ..."  ARRL 
Executive VP Sumner said that "we had determined much earlier that we would 
not pay for packet listings ..." It would seem that confusion abounds at 
the ARRL ... 


So, my query is this .... where do we go from here? Would TAPR be 
interested in in taking over the role of list keeper/publisher abandoned by 
ARRL? Or maybe W5YI? 


What are your thoughts? 

I have had correspondence with Dakota Division Director Olson and Executive 
VP David Sumner today concerning this matter and will be happy to forward 
copies if you might be interested. A clarification was issued early this 


afternoon by Jay Mabey to the Coordinator Remailer.

I just posted a message to David Sumner on the Repeater Directory issue and 
wanted to share it with you (see below). I cc Rod Stafford as well....so 
I expect to get comments back from both. 


I have also messaged the TAPR Board again saying that if the ARRL has no

I 
think there will be some real potential in the next 3 months for regional 
groups to generate some real interest for 115Kbps+ operating for what it 
costs to get a dualband HT. I know several on this mailing are already 
active....time to get more regional groups involved with the upcoming 
technology.

Hello David. 


Wanted to touch base with you on the current issues revolving around the 
digital listing in the ARRL repeater directory. 


Just to let you know, I got several calls and e-mail on the subject 
tonight. I can always tell something happened outside my periphery when 
this happens...I am sure you have the same thing happen to you probably on 
a weekly basis. All of the e-mail and calls were surrounding the message 
that Jay Maybe posted to the NFCC e-mail list about the repeater directory 
and the digital lists in that publication. 


Anyway, this group (what I would call a basic core of digital groups in 
the US) is asking TAPR to help collect and distribute to what would amount 
to be a North American Digital Directory in lieu of the ARRL repeater 
directory digital listing not occurring. 


I have responded that I would look into this right away and that TAPR and 
the TAPR Board would want to support a critical mass of regional digital 
groups in anyway we could that would best benefit the digital aspect of the 
hobby. 


I want to make sure that this is indeed the case -- that the ARRL will be 
dropping the digital section in the upcoming repeater directory. 


In addition, it sounds like the thoughts being voiced by the regional 
groups, that of having TAPR help with the collection, organization, and 
dissemination of a new digital listing in a less paper oriented publication 
format, would be beneficial to all concerned. 


I can well understand one statement made to me tonight: 

"The ARRL will no longer publish packet data in the repeater directory 
because it is too costly and the League claims that no one buys the book 
for the packet data - just for repeater info for those traveling." 


Being well aware that paper costs have quadrupled in the last two years, I 
can see where dropping the digital section might make or break your margin 
on the publication. 


If the ARRL has no plans regarding the publication of digital listings 
submitted by the various regional digital groups and digital coordinators, 
then TAPR would be interested in following up with these groups and 
individuals to form a collection of information to be disseminated. 


I look forward to hearing back from you on this issue.

After 
considerable discussion with the NFCC folks around February (as that 
thing was just getting started) we at the NCPA have pretty much come to 
the conclusion that packet folks are more or less on our own. The NFCC 
used the Repeater Directory alone to determine who is a candidate for 
charter membership and accepted no argument to the contrary. They say 
they welcome all coordinators, but it seems to us that the playing field 
isn't level as to who is a coordinator. Now this! I must say, it isn't 
completely surprising. 


I think TAPR is big enough and in the best position to be the central 
point for packet coordinators or at least sponsor some sort of central 
packet council. Perhaps sort of a packet equivalent to the NFCC of the 
repeater folks. As to xpublishingx packet information... that's a 
significant task. If TAPR is up to it, great! We'll help where we can.

Hi Carl. Thanks for the e-mail. 

(Hello to everyone on Carl's cc....I don't place all the e-mail in the cc, 
but I do see Carl with CAPRA, Jim and Dave with TPRS, Mel with MOAMPS, Gary 
with NCPA, and Dan in AR. Howdy!) 


If the ARRL has no plans to publish a digital directory, I think I can say 
that TAPR wants to work with the regional groups to make something 
possible. With the caveat of saying pending approval of the TAPR BoD and 
enough crticial mass of regional digital groups to pull it off. 


Anyway, I was sent the message that Jay posted a few hours or so ago and 
informed the TAPR BoD about it with a similar proposal that you outlined 
Carl. That TAPR look into the possibility of working with regional groups 
that were interested in setting up some format for automatic information 
submission with the ability to update the database over the Internet. This 
information could then be used yearly for some type of publication (either 
CD-ROM or printed) that TAPR and the participating regional groups could 
print (as a group) and resale to generate money for digital operations at 
both the national and regional level. A sort of shared database (co-op 
approach) that could generate sales for everyone involved, with TAPR acting 
as a central focus and clearing house. Thus, we can develop some yearly 
document based on orders from the regional groups for their resale at local 
shows and to their membership. This might be more profitable to all 
concerned, depending on the market for such a document. Certainly printing 
a larger order for everyone would reduce the overall cost of any one 
regional group trying to do it alone. 


Although this is a very rough concept, it should be possible to setup 
either a web based system or something more elaborate to allow authorized 
members in various participating regional organizations to make changes to 
their section of a North America Digital database -- why not include Canada 
I say! :-) Then take this database and using a simple Pagemaker interface 
translate it directly to print. Maybe we might just want to include it on 
the TAPR CD-ROM and not print it all. Make the CD-ROM available to 
participating regional groups at some reduced cost for their resale. In 
this way, we could make a much more in depth listing available that might 
not be able to be printed, or do a combination of both CD-ROM ( with the 
full database) and printed version (with a much narrower focus that is 
easier for printed format). Just thinking out loud. I am sure we can 
agree that the information presented in the ARRL Repeater Directory was a 
poor fit for the various digital operations that had to be listed. I hada 
conversation with Jay over three years ago on this topic, but nothing ever 
resulted from that dialog. 


Just as an information note: Steve Stroh, N8GIJN, proposed that TAPR start 
an affiliated organizations program shortly after the TAPR BoD meeting in 
Seattle. Steve should be submitting a final document sometime in the next 
2-3 weeks. I would think that doing a national registry of digital systems 
at least at the regional level would be an excellent part of this program. 
We haven't really announced anything yet or contacted the regional groups 
(you all), because it is still in the submission stage before being adopted 
by the BoD. Steve added tonight, when I was talking to him about this, 
that there where several ways that a national database and this proposed 
program could be fitted together. When Steve made his pitch to the TAPR 
BoD on the subject, I felt the time was right for the various regional 
groups to come together to share more of what everyone is doing. 


Carl mentioned that the ARRL had said: 

",..ARRL will no longer publish packet data in the repeater directory 
because it is too costly and the League claims that no one buys the book 
for the packet data..." 


It could very well be that the ARRL does not see the necessary margins in 


making the digital lists part of the existing repeater directory. If you 
are not aware, paper costs have at least quadrupled in the last two years. 
This was one reason we had to increase membership in TAPR this year. 
Anyway, the size of the repeater directory has grown a lot since the first 
one I remember that was folded 8.5x11 paper that Stan WA1LOU organized. 
Cutting the digital section from the repeater guide could mean the 
difference between the league making their necessary margin or not. The 
repeater guide is one of their best selling publications. One reason for 
the need to pay to help keep the flow of information coming from 'some' of 
the repeater organizations. If this is indeed the case, then I think we 
should begin to organize such a listing ourselves. There are better ways 
to collect, produce, and distribute the information that could benefit all 
involved. 


I would be glad to discuss over the phone any of these issues. I am 
currently in Denton for Thanksgiving and will be returning to my apt in 
Austin middle of the week after the holiday. My pager number while I am in 
Denton is (817) 380-6232. Number in Austin (512) 794-0578. If you page me 
-- please enter *77 after your telephone number so I know it is related to 
this topic :-) 


Anyway, if any of this group have comments about a possible digital 
database organized via TAPR by the regional groups, please let me know. I 
am sure that if TAPR and regional groups joined to do this, it would be 
necessary to find at least 2-3 fresh people not currently involved in a 
‘massive’ TAPR project to help run and manage such a database. Any 
volunteers? :-) 


I look forward to further correspondence. There is great possibilities in 
all this.

When I read Jay Maybe's letter on the Coordinator's remailer, I had mixed 
feelings. The packet listings in the Repeater Directory were clearly a 
hodge-podge, some good, some really pathetic. Last year was the first year 
my list appeared (North Carolina), and I saw how I could put it in better 
shape for users this year. But for all it's faults, it gave new packet users 
a place to start. 


On the other hand, packet operators are by definition into computers (OK, 
there's a handful just using terminals, and still a few commodore 64s out 
there, but most of us have real computers). That means databases, hard drive 
storage, file transfers, bulletin boards, web sites... 


Jay offered to accept the next round of data, and put them on the ARRL's web 
site. I'm going to take him up on that. Maybe BBS sysops can put national 
packet databases on their BBS computers. I publish the NC list monthly as a 
statewide "flood." The file is about 10k, and I'm working to pare it down a 
bit and make it more meaningful to the packet op looking to find real, usable 
local packet systems. 


I'll miss the visability the Repeater Directory gave packet, and I think I'll 
lobby Jay that the decision ought to be reversed (and I don't want a cent for 
my data). But I think we can live without it, too.

I for one am against sending any data to the ARRL after their announcement. 
I feel totally betrayed by their decision to not include digital data in 
their next publication. If anyone should profit from this data, it *xshouldx 
be the regional groups, not ARRL. I feel that TAPR is recognized enough 
nationally for them to act as the central repository for this data. 


I have been collecting digital data for Ohio on behalf of the Ohio Area 
Repeater Council for the last several years, and developed a web site of my 
own in August to help collect this data. While participation has been 
marginal, the information is accurate. Only those systems wishing to be 
published submitted their information. 


The only reason OARC got involved in digital data was because there is no 
xcorex digital group in Ohio, and the ARRL only accepts data from a single 
source for any given region. Anyone who wanted their information published 
had to submit it to OARC, or it would not be published. 


I certainly feel that if there is any publication at all on a national 
level, it should be sponsored by a nationally recognized organization such 
as TAPR who truly represents the digital community, and not by an 
organization whose primary purpose appears to be political.
